SCSU comes to Omaha 
looking to avenge a 102-63 
home thrashing at the hands of 
UNO, while Minnesota-Mankato ) 
will be looking to complete a 
season sweep over the 
Mavericks.

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Sexual dysfunction 
linked to smoking

For years, people have been informed 
about the harmful effects of smoking 
cigarettes. Many find the risks are not 
enough to 

prevent them from smoking. Recently, a 
new discovery was made that might change 
some smokers’ minds about their habit. 

Multiple studies have been conducted 
around the world to see if there is a 
relationship between smoking and 
impotence. The results show that there is a 
very real risk of suffering from sexual 
dysfunction if one smokes. 

In a study done by the Andrology 
Institute of America, a survey was 
conducted among couples that shows a 
lower sex drive in smokers. On average, 
smokers only had sex 5.7 times per month, 
compared to non-smokers, who more than 
doubled that average. The non-smoking 
couples surveyed have sex 11.6 times a 
month. The non-smokers also reported 
being more fulfilled and sexually satisfied, 
while the smokers gave their sex lives a 
rating, of average. 

Once researchers in Thailand 
discovered the link to impotency, the 

government decided to make a change 
in how it packaged cigarettes. On Nov. 5, 
1998, the country started printing the 
warning, “Cigarette smoking causes sexual 
impotence” on the side of cigarette 
packages. 

According, to the founder and director 
of Chicago's Male Sexual Dysfunction 
Institute, Sheldon Burnmet, “Smoking 
produces spasms that cause the wall of the 
arteries to get thick. This thickening narrows 
the inside of blood vessels and limits blood 


flow to the penis, reducing the rigidity of 
erections.” : 

Another doctor participating in the 
study notes the dangers of smoking and 
semen contamination. Hans Nagler, of the 
Beth Israel Medical Centre in New York, 
says “Components of cigarette smoke that 
find their way into seminal fluid may 
contain substances that inhibit a naturally 
occurring enzyme which is necessary for 
sperm to move normally.” 

When that happens, a man’s sperm 
count is greatly decreased. The surviving 
sperm may also end up being deformed. If a 
woman is impregnated by one of the 
deformed sperm, there is a much higher risk 
of miscarriage and birth defects. 

The link between sexual dysfunction 
and smoking is not limited to men. 
Researchers say that women who smoke 
have reported a lower sex drive. Also, they 
explain that certain women may not enjoy 
sexual activities as non-smokers, because 
the contents of cigarettes can restrict blood 
flow to the vagina. 

Women who smoke are also more likely 
to experience early menopause. Women who 


are trying to conceive and smoke while they § 


do it are less likely to succeed. If the smoker 
does manage a pregnancy, she risks 
complications. 

The doctors’ best advice is simply not to 


smoke. It is true that typically, impotence is jj 
something that strikes older adults, but is § 


increasingly being found in adults as young 
as their late 20s. So if you want to be at your 
own sexual peak, it is highly recommended 
that you not smoke. @

The garbage r man can

You're in college, so you might drink a 
lot of beer and hard liquor. And when you’re 
not chugging alcohol, you're probably 
downing a Mountain Dew. This can result in 
several things: a very unattractive gut, a 
“love child,” a nasty-ass hangover and a pile 
of bottles needlessly taking up space in a 
landfill, 

With a little time and effort, the 
hangover and gut can be gone. However, 
like the “love child,” those bottles are going 
to be around for a while. Rhode Island 
Research and Recovery says that with 
today’s sanitary landfills, decomposition 
occurs very slowly because there is little air, 
little moisture and no sunlight. This system 
alternates layers of compacted garbage with 
layers of soil or compost. While it helps to 
prevent health problems, it slows down the 
decomposition process, causing even the 
most biodegradable products to take years to 
rot away. 

Pcnjwaste.com says the average person 
throws away 4.4 pounds of waste per day. 
The current U.S. population is in the 
neighborhood of 286,399,005 people. That 
amounts to around 1,260,155,622 pounds of 
waste in the U.S. every day. A majority of 
this waste ends up in landfills that will 
eventually reach their capacity. They are 
then capped with a layer of clay and six feet 
of earth. 

There is another option — recycling. 
Back in the day, those wishing to recycle 
had to separate materials and often deliver it 
to the recycling center themselves. Today, 


even the laziest person can recycle without 
wasting much energy on movement and 
organization. 

“We bring curbside recycling to every 
community that we work in the Omaha 
Metro area,” Phil Bethel, district manager of 
the Papillion Sanitation Commission, says. 
“We do what we call a one sort recycling. 
It’s more convenient for the residents; they 
just put it in one bin.” 

More than 30 materials, including 
newspaper, steel and food packaging, can be 
recycled through this program. The bin is 
emptied once a week by the Papillion 
Sanitation Commission free of charge, so 
now not only can you be a lazy recycler, you 
can be a rich one too. 

Within the communities that the 
Papillion Sanitation Commission works, 
Bethel estimates about 50 percent 
participation in the curbside recycling 
program. “There is still a lot out there that 
can be captured,” Bethel says. “We promote 
it because it definitely does save landfill 
space and we don’t want it to be a problem 
for our children someday.” @

Without federal funds, 
these centers struggle to provide both 
security and reproductive and 
gynecological services to women and, 
consequently, shut down.

Tools as Art: The Hechinger Collection is on display at 
the Joslyn Art Museum from Feb. 16 through May 12. 

The exhibition features several works from the unique 
collection of hardware industrial pioneer John Hechinger. 
The sculptures, paintings, prints and photographs have one 
thing in common: they all depict tools -— a working man’s 


imagination gone wild. 


Hechinger was the head of the Hechinger Company, a 
hardware chain founded in 1911 by his father. Hechinger 
collected several crafts that featured tools as subjects to 
decorate the company’s headquarters. By displaying them 
throughout the building, Hechinger seemed to capture the

Bent on world domination and twisted 
from steroids and too many beers, local 
hybrid thrash-metal superheroes Bloodcow 
have had their fair share of wild rock n’ roll 
moments on-stage during their two-year 
Omaha incubation period.

“We were at the Junction 
and we were packing all of our stuff up after 
a show and he pulls his truck around,” The 
Corporate Merger indicates fellow 
bandmate Bobbi Bibledick (bass), “and 
comes back in to get some stuff, and when

Bibledick continues: “ — Sitting in the 
front seat of my grandfather's truck, of all 
things. | open the door and about shit my 
pants, This huge, stinky, bald, black lady 
sitting in the truck. She’s just kind of laying 
there like this, [does his best impersonation] 
‘Take me home.’ I finally got her out, she 
just layed on the ground.” 

And then there was the time the 
members of Bloodcow convinced their 
drummer, Dead Knight, to unknowingly 
wear a mask that had been, well ... 

Bibledick says: “When we do autopsies 
[at his job], we cover the face so we don’t 
have to sit there and look at it. | don’t know 
why I had [the mask] at work, but had it at 
work in my bag. When | was digging 
through my bag, looking for my notebook or 
something, I whipped it out, and [the doctor] 
is like, ‘Bring that here.’ So we slipped it on 
the [corpse’s] head.” 

Knight continues: “And then I put it on 
my head. Only half an hour after it had been 
on that corpse.” 

“He sweated inside that corpse-mask,” 
says The Corporate Merger. “But now we all

“1 did a slip n’ slide through beer, and 
didn’t know there was glass in it,” 1987 
says. “This was after we were done playing. 
I was all cut.” 

Still, these moments can't begin to rival 
the band’s already-legendary on-stage 
antics. At a New Year’s Eve show at the 
Junction, Bloodcow had the police called on 
them by the bar manager when the band 
accidentally broke a glass ashtray that was 
sitting on a chair. 

“The cops were actually really cool 
about it because they realized how crazy this 
old man [who called the police] was,” The 
Corporate Merger says. 

Knight smiles and adds: “We might be 
able to play there again.” 

“One time I wore a dress with a white 
wig,” The Corporate Merger says. “At the 
Junction, | stripped down to my underwear. 
At the Ranch Bowl | stripped down to bikini 
underwear. People left. People walked out 
of the place. Steroid night we all wore 
workout gear, like headbands and 
wristbands. We haven't used the large penis 
yet (a two-foot-long prop revealed during 
the interview), but that will eventually come 
into play. A lot of bands are really serious, 
and take themselves really seriously, 
especially the newer, new-wave fashion- 
tock bands that are coming out of Omaha, 
that just seem like they’re — ” 

“ —. More concerned with their haircuts 
than they are with their music,” finishes 
Knight. 

The Corporate Merger continues: “We 
definitely aren't about fashion, that’s for 
sure. We put on a great show and sometimes 
wear costumes but we're not selling Gap 
clothing or anything like that.

Ellis 
has only allowed one goal in sweeps of Lake 
Superior State and Miami-Ohio, Blackburn 
boasts a 15-8-5 season record with a 2.37 
goals against average and a .906 save 
percentage.

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National signing day 
brings athletes to 
UNO football, soccer

High school football and soccer players 
around the nation signed national letters of 
intent Wednesday, and UNO was one of 
many universities loading up on talent. 

After National Signing Day passed, 17 
football recruits and five junior college 
transfers joined the Maverick football 
program, while UNO soccer inked six 
players to letters of intent. 

UNO football head coach Pat Behrns 
said he was pleased with his 2002 recruiting 
class and was impressed by their overall 
level of athleticism. 

“This year’s group resembles last year’s 
in that we have a lot of good athletes,” 
Behrns said. “Almost all of them are 
basketball players, track athletes or 
wrestlers. I feel that this is one of our best 
recruiting classes ever.” 

Football’s signees came from four 
different states, with 11 coming from 
Nebraska, four from Iowa and one each 
from California and Missouri. The five 
junior college transfers came from 
California, Connecticut, Minnesota, 
Georgia and Virginia, respectively, Notable 
among the in-state recruits were Millard 
West players Bobby Danenhauer, son of 
UNO Athletic Director Bob Danenhauer 
and grandson of former Maverick football 


coach Bill Danenhauer, and Scott 
McLaughlin, son of Millard West coach Dan 
McLaughlin. 


Leading soccer’s recruiting class was 


last season established a national high 
school record for consecutive shutouts with 
21 and a state record with two goals allowed 
all season. 

Maverick soccer head coach Don 
Klosterman said his team’s 2002 recruiting 
class would go a long way toward 
maintaining the program’s run of success. 

“I think we got a number of good 
players who are skilled both athletically and 
academically,” Klosterman said. “I think 
this year’s group is a step forward in 
keeping up the tradition of excellence we’ ve 
built in our program’s short history. We 
want to protect what we’ ve built so far and I 
think this group can help us do that.”

“We 
didn’t want to get stuck having to rebuild 
after losing our first class of seniors. We 
looked at the best players in the area in 
terms of athletic skill, soccer skill, and 
character and pinpointed those players as far 
back as last spring and summer.

He said that being able to go into the nurse’s 
office at school to have the test done is not only 
convenient, but also provides a comfort that 
comes with familiarity. 

Tague said there are only two STD clinics in 
western Nebraska, and that- putting the program 
in place in secondary education institutes would 
help not only help with diagnosis, but with 
prevention as well. 

“The STD testing program is so important 
because STDs are a national problem,” Tague 
said, He added that this type of program not only 
has growth opportunity in Nebraska, but in the 
entire nation. 

To be tested at UNO, you must make an 
appointment, because the specimens are sent 
off-campus to be processed. 

Also, Adler said patients cannot urinate in 
the hour preceding the administration of the test, 
so advanced planning is required. Positive 
results come back within 48 hours and normal 
results are mailed out within a week, Adler said. 

Those who test positive for chlamydia and 
gonorrhea can seek further assistance from SHS. 

“Student Health Service physicians and 
nurses do counseling for all HIV and STD 
patients,” Adler said. She said that as with all 
other services, STD testing and results are 
confidential, but those who test positive are 
encouraged to tell their partners so they also can

“We kill 1987 on a nightly basis,” The Corporate Merger 
says.

But the members of Blaodcow don’t limit their inspiration to 
just one or two artistic mediums. 

“Pornography is a big influence with us,” The Corporate 
Merger says. “We read a lot of Penthouse and Playboy.” 

“That’s probably 85 percent of our band,” Bibledick says. 

“We probably only read about five percent of the magazine, 
but there’s some great pictures,” The Corporate Merger says. 
“T’ve always been an avid watcher of porn since | was a wee child.
